Peace talks just the ticket 
in car park penalties row 


POSITIVE steps have been taken to 
resolve the ongoing parking issue at one of 
Walsall’s busiest shopping parks, council 
bosses said today. 

Council leader Mike Bird called talks 
with the bosses of Crown Wharf Shopping 
Park, off Wolverhampton Street. 

It comes after dozens of drivers hit out 
after being given £80 charges despite 
paying to park. 

Challenged 

Shopping park bosses said the situation 
had occurred because people had failed to 
correctly enter their full registration 
numbers. 

Thirty new signs warning people to put in 
their full numbers have been put up within 
the last week, which include a dedicated 
number for people to call. 

Council leader Mike Bird said: “It was a 
very positive meeting and it is encouraging 
to know that they are taking some action to 
try to make it clearer for people. 


“What drivers need to be aware of is that 
they have to put in their full registration 
numbers, including letters and numbers. 

“In some other towns and cities, such as 
Lichfield, you only need to put in the 
letters. But here, the full number must be 
put in. 

“Hopefully the signs will make this 
clearer.” 

A number of drivers have challenged £80 
charges sent to them later in the post and 
shopping park bosses have always insisted 
people do not need to pay the charge if it can 
be proved they had paid. 

John Albany Ward, of Monroe K Asset 
Management, which looks after the site on 
behalf of landowners British Land, said: 
‘We are taking steps to try to continually 
improve the situation there.” 

Diane Coughlan, Labour councillor for 
Willenhall South, who has been working on 
behalf of people hit with fines, said: “Any¬ 
thing that makes this situation better for 
the shoppers is good and positive news.”

Hero Pc on march as 
shooting scars heal

F IVE years after being shot and left for dead while on duty, 
policeman Geoff King proved he was on the road to recovery by 
speed marching 26 miles through the streets of central London 
in aid of wounded troops and their families. 

The 38-year-old former Royal Marine, now serving at Bloxwich police 
station, told of his pride in completing the gruelling marathon one day after 
the sixth anniversary of his terrifying brush with death. 

The West Midlands Police constable said: “I was shot on a Saturday morning and, 
by coincidence, the march was also on a 
Saturday morning. 

“It was fitting that I was marching 
around London raising money for 
Marines who had been shot and wounded 
while serving on the frontline almost five 
years to the day after being left for dead 
and bleeding in a street in Wolverhamp¬ 
ton. 

“That was the main reason I took part 
and the coincidence in the dates made it 
even more emotional for me. 

“The incident during which I was shot 
was on my mind throughout the march. I 
knew that it would take place around the 
anniversary of my shooting when I vol¬ 
unteered to take part although I did not 
know there would be such symmetry 
between the two dates.” 

On November 11, 2006, gangster 
Marcus Bailey was just 2ft away from Pc 
King when he fired three times at the 
unarmed officer who had chased him 
across Penn Road, Wolverhampton, 

The officer was hit twice in the upper 
body and shoulder and lost six and a half 
pints of blood. Doctors said he was within 
two minutes of dying. 

Admiral 

Bailey, aged 25, was later found hiding 
in a bin and ordered to serve at least 15 
years after being jailed for life for 
attempted murder. 

Pc King works in the intelligence 
department at Bloxwich because he is 
unable to perform any duties that might 
involve confronting an offender. 

He said: “I am still suffering post trau¬ 
matic stress and am restricted in the role 
I can play within the police. That is likely 
to remain the cas. 

“Physically I have made a 99 per cent 
recovery although I still suffer numbness 
in my left arm. I am more or less back to 
normal but there have still been blips. 

“Those normally happened around the 
date of the shooting but the anniversary 
didn’t have a profound effect this year. 

“I am sure that this was because of my 
involvement in the march. It was a really 
proud moment when I completed it. I was 
delighted that something so worthwhile 
could have come from something so bad. 

I wanted to do everything I could to help 
others to cope with similar experiences. 

“Being shot myself helped me to 
empathise with the plight of wounded 
troops. I can understand not only the 
physical impact but also the possible 
mental side effects.” 

Pc King and Pc Karl Ansell were inves¬ 


tigating a rise in car crime when gunned 
down. The wounded officer said of the 
moment Bailey shot him: “He raised his 
right arm. I had not even seen the gun at 
first. He pointed it straight at my head 
and pulled the trigger.” 

Amazingly, the bullet missed him. 

“When the gun went off - I had closed 
my eyes - I opened them again. I could 
see the look of disappointment on his 
face. I think he could not believe he had 
missed.” 

He was then hit by the two shots and 
recalled: “I remember seeing blood spurt¬ 
ing out from my chest and shouted on the 
radio that I had been shot.” 

Pc King, of Rugeley, joined West Mid¬ 
lands Police in 1999 after serving for nine 
years with the Royal Marines. He 
belongs to Commando 999 whose 
members have served with both that mil¬ 
itary unit and the emergency services. 

He took part in the Speedmarch 
marathon with around 100 comrades, 
and was part of the 40-strong hard core 
who completed the full distance to raise 
more than £65,000 for the Royal Marine 
Association. 

They passed a host of world famous 
landmarks including Buckingham 
Palace, Regent Street, Big Ben and The 
Mall while also making a brief appear¬ 
ance at Downing Street, where they were 
greeted by Home Secretary Theresa May 
and head of the Royal Navy, Admiral 
Mark Stanhope. 

The march took four hours 45 minutes 
including the quarter-hour stop in 
Downing Street. 

Pc King, whose training for the event 
had been hampered by shin splints, 
reveals: “It was a tough challenge but 
very rewarding. 

“We saw some fantastic sights and had 
a brilliant reaction from the public. I 
really began to feel it after 22 miles but 
was determined to finish. There was no 
way I was going to fail.” 

Pc King personally raised more than 
£800, with more money still coming in. 

He says: “I would like to thank all my 
friends and family for their tremendous 
support. 

“I cannot wait until next year when we 
will do it all again.”

Sport on 
way back 
to toxic 
alert site 

WALSALL playing fields where 
sports have been banned for eight 
years are set to be brought back 
into use within months as part of a 
£400,000 project. 

Ball games have been banned at 
the Broadway West playing fields 
since 2003, when dangerous 
metals were discovered in soil 
samples, but Walsall Council is 
now looking to invest thousands of 
pounds, which includes a new 
layer of topsoil, to allow sports, 
including cricket and football, to 
return. It follows a series of tests 
over the last 18 months. 

Stopping games on health and 
safety grounds had been criticised 
by the National Obesity Forum. 

Leisure chief Councillor 
Anthony Harris said: “To get kids 
and families enjoying the facility 
will be superb, it is a lovely open 
space. 

“It is a big investment but is one 
to support sport and keeping fit. It 
is a long-term investment.” 

Windfall 

Council leader Mike Bird said 
the intention was to allow ball 
games from spring. It will cost 
about £400,000 from the capital 
programme budget but needs to be 
agreed by the cabinet next month. 

Councillor Bird said: “It is about 
time we had that large amount of 
open land brought back into use.” 

Sports were banned at the site in 
2003 amid fears that the cost of 
decontaminating it and refurbish¬ 
ing a nearby pavilion could cost up 
to£l million. 

The fields were just months after 
receiving a windfall of £150,000 to 
develop pitches and facilities. 

At least 10 sports clubs, includ¬ 
ing Walsall Star Cricket Club and 
Bescot Swifts Junior Football 
Club, had to be found alternative 
venues by the council.

CANCER patient Dave Matthews, 
kitman at West Bromwich Albion, has 
expressed his gratitude to the doctors and 
nurses at Walsall Manor Hospital for 
putting him on the road to recovery.

The 50-year club servant has spoken of 
his delight after getting the all-clear, but 
hinted he may soon call time on his career. 

The father of two, who has been battling 
Non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma since May, has 
responded to treatment and is now in 
remission. Mr Matthews previously said he 


wanted to get to work as soon as possible, 
but now the 66-year-old says he would not 
rule out taking a lesser role. 

“I won’t be back at work until some time 
in the new year,” he said. 

Unnecessary 

“It may be the case I go in for one or two 
days and ease my way back in. I’d like to go 
back but, having been away for so long, I 
don’t know how I will feel. 

“I’m 66, so I might just take a back seat or 
take on just an advisory role. I can’t go on 


forever, but I’m not ruling anything out.” 

Mr Matthews, who lives in Halesowen, 
had seven chemotherapy sessions , then 
Manor Hospital staff told him there had 
been no activity from the cancer cells and 
the eighth session was now unnecessary. 

“It was totally unexpected,” said Mr 
Matthews.“I was prepared for the eighth 
session and, when they said they had 
decided not to give it me, I thought there 
was something else wrong. Then when I 
found out the good news it was a great 
relief.”

When 
they stopped, police were called.

“He admitted he’d been at a friend’s 
house drinking until 4am the night 
before,” Ms Smith added. 

Madahar’s test reading was 238mg 
in 100ml of blood. The legal limit is 80. 

He admitted fraud, driving while 
disqualified, obtaining a licence while 
disqualified, drink driving and driving 
without insurance. 

Chris Stapleton, defending, said 
Madahar committed the fraud 
because he was “a man in the depths of 
despair who wanted work”.

Patrols after

POLICE patrols have been stepped 
up at allotments in Walsall after a 
greenhouse was destroyed and four 
sheds damaged by arsonists in one 
attack in Lane Avenue, Reedswood.

Aldridge Youth Theatre has become 
the latest victim of metal theft in the 
borough, sparking a fresh appeal for 
people to sign a petition for new meas¬ 
ures to tackle it. 

Bosses at the theatre group were 
today trying to work out how to pay to 
replace the metal. 

Around 20 metres of lead has been 
stripped from the roof of the group’s 
base in Noddy Park Road, Aldridge. 

Tom Cryan, chairman of Aldridge 
Youth Theatre, said: “This is a real 
blow. We are a charity and in effect, 
they have stolen the lead from the roof 
of a children’s charity. 

“We are not sure at the moment but 
this is likely to cost us hundreds of 
pounds to repair.” 

The group is currently rehearsing 
for its Christmas pantomime to be 
staged in January. 

Entertain 

Mr Cryan added: “We are going to 
have to sell as many tickets as possible 
to help pay for this.” 

Police are now investigating the 
theft, believed to have happened over 
the weekend of November 26-27. 

Councillor Tom Ansell, representa¬ 
tive for Aldridge, said: “It is sad that 
another building in this ward has been 
targeted by metal thieves. It can cost 
thousands to put right. 

“This is a group that is just trying to 
entertain people and a very successful 
group for young people.” 

Councillor Ansell has urged towns¬ 
folk to sign an online petition calling 
for a change in the law on how the 
scrap metal trade works. 

More than 40,000 have added their 
names. If it gets 100,000 signatures, it 
will be debated in Parliament. 

The campaign calls for all transac¬ 
tions to be made by cheque or into a 
bank account in a bid to cut thefts.

Arsonists targeted the 
Staffordshire & West Midlands 
Probation Service offices in 
Midland Road, Walsall. 

Workers have had to uproot 
and move to offices at Walsall 
Magistrates’ Court or to the 
probation service’s offices in 
Wolverhampton and Perry 


Barr, Birmingham, while work 
to repair the damage is carried 
out. 

Gavin Pearce, of Stafford¬ 
shire & West Midlands Proba¬ 
tion Trust, said: “The fire 
mainly damaged the reception 
area, while there is some water 
damage in other rooms. 

“A business continuity plan is 
being followed to maintain a 
level of service to the commu¬ 
nity. The building is now a 


crime scene as part of the police 
investigation.” 

Thirty firefighters tackled 
the blaze at the centre - which 
is used for officers to meet with 
offenders and discuss their 
rehabilitation — after it was set 
alight at 11pm last Wednesday. 

The fire was started on the 
ground floor of the three-storey 
building. It caused considerable 
damage, and windows shat¬ 
tered in the intense heat. 


Orchard scheme is bearing fruit 


A COMMUNITY orchard has 
been earmarked for Bloxwich 
and would see fruit trees 
planted at a site in Ashbourne 
Road early next year. 

Schools, community groups 
and local charities would be 
encouraged to harvest and sell 
the fruit to raise funds. 

It comes as work continues on 
a new orchard in Walsall 
Arboretum, where fruit will 
eventually be juiced for local 


schools. More than 1,000 apple, 
pear and plum trees, among 
others at the site, are due to be 
harvested in 2013. 

A consultation period with 
residents about the newly pro¬ 
posed orchard in Bloxwich is 
expected to run until January. 

Nikki Rolls, from Bloxwich 
district centre management 
team, said: “The idea has been 
proposed and it will allow local 
charities, community groups 


and schools to come along, 
maintain and harvest the fruit 
to make money. 

“We are still going to have a 
consultation with residents 
about the plans. 

“If people like the idea we will 
make an application for the 
trees to the Tree Council and 
the latest they should be 
planted is February. 

“We are not sure yet how 
many trees there would be.” 



Dog owners 
warned of 
danger mess 

DOG owners are to be urged to keep 
pets on a lead at the Walsall Arboretum 
play area under an action plan to 
improve safety for children and crack 
down on fouling. 

It is part of an action plan being 
introduced at borough parks after a 
survey revealed dog dirt was a major 
concern for 41 per cent of residents. 
There will also be a poster, leaflet and 
promotion campaign. 

Former Arboretum champion Barry 
Sanders had suggested the Broadway 
North site should have a dog controlled 
zone, but this has been rejected by the 
Walsall South area community 
meeting on legal grounds. 

Cleanest 

Walsall South area community 
meeting chairman Councillor Zahid Ali 
said: “It would be difficult to impose a 
blanket ban on dogs not on leads, but 
there is scope to concentrate efforts 
around play areas. 

“There is scientific data which sug¬ 
gests that children are at risk from dog 
fouling. Therefore, we are looking at 
more patrols. The dog warden has been 
issued with guidance. 

There were 339 reports of dog fouling 
in Walsall in 12 months, with Streetly 
having the cleanest streets and Palfrey 
and Pleck the dirtiest. 

Housing group 
is repaid £1.2m 

A WALSALL housing landlord is on 
the road to recouping most of the money 
it invested in a doomed Icelandic bank. 

Caldmore Area Housing Association 
said it have now received £1.2 million 
back of the £2m it had ploughed into 
the Kaupthing Singer & Friedlander 
(KSF) bank before it collapsed in 2008 
with huge debts. 

The housing group joined forces with 
other organisations and charities in 
taking legal action to recoup its money. 

Chief executive Mike Hew said: “This 
money is being ploughed into providing 
even better services to our residents, 
including new initiatives that are pro¬ 
moting job and training opportunities.” 


Log cabin delight for

“I am very proud and pleased to see 
a final resolution that’s good for every¬ 
one. It has been agreed and hopefully 
will mean a very merry Christmas for 
everybody.” 

Walsall Council originally wanted 
the land to be cleared and given over to 
other community uses. 

Summer 

But the association refused to budge 
from the council-owned land, saying it 
has the right to remain in its home, 
where it holds events for families, 
including a summer holiday play 
scheme. 

Caroline Crolley, spokeswoman for 
Green Rivers, said: “We were invited 
by the council leader to come and sit 
down and discuss the provision of a 
new building for Green Rivers. 

“We had a great reception from the 
council. We’re delighted at the result, 
and pleased that it’s all come to an end. 

“The log cabin style will fit in well 
with the location near the canal.” 


Funeral date of 
former council 
stalwart Roy

of a 79-year-old former Walsall council¬ 
lor described as a man of the people 
who loved the community he served. 

Tributes were paid to former council¬ 
lor Roy Cooper, who represented the 
Blakenall ward, by friends and former 
colleagues. 

His funeral will be at Streetly Cre¬ 
matorium at 1.30pm on Monday, 
December 12, followed by a wake at 
Rushall Olympic FC, in Dales Lane. 

The grandfather was an independ¬

When they returned about an hour- 
and-a-half later, two pupils discovered 
their phones missing and another 
found his watch had disappeared. 

Responsible 

The thefts, which happened on 
October 6, were reported to the police 
who reviewed CCTV footage and saw 
Lynch acting suspiciously. 

Mr Corden-Bowen said: “This was a 
sneak theft. Lynch went into the 
changing room and took the mobile 
phones out of pockets. 

“The victims were pupils from a 
school who had gone to the leisure 
centre for a swimming lesson.” 

Lynch, of Chilvers Grove, King- 
shurst, Solihull, was arrested less 
than a week later at his home. 

He initially denied the offences and 
told police he had been at the leisure 
centre but was not responsible for 
stealing the items, which included a 
£30 LED watch, £250 Apple iPhone 2 
and £200 BlackBerry Curve phone. 

The 48-year-old was due to stand 
trial but pleaded guilty to three counts 
of theft. Two further counts of theft 
from October 11 were discontinued. 

Extension bid by

THE creation of a new £27 
million academy school in 
Walsall has been launched. 

Businessman Lord Edmis¬ 
ton joined staff, pupils and 
workmen at a ground-break¬ 
ing ceremony to mark the 
start of building work at the 
Grace Academy. 

Millionaire 

The school, in Herberts 
Park Road, Darlaston, will be 
completely rebuilt, creating 
extra classrooms and new 
sports facilities. The new 
building will see almost half 
of the neighbouring George 
Rose Park swallowed up. 

Millionaire evangelical 
businessman Lord Edmiston 
is sponsoring the academy. 
He took part in the ceremony 
before builders from Kier 
Moss got to work on laying the 
foundations. 

The school will also boast a 


lecture theatre, media centre, 
dance and drama rooms. 

Principal Nick Marshall 
said: “We are absolutely 
delighted that at long last the 
students of Darlaston are 
getting what they deserve. 
It’s a fantastic new facility.” 

Grace Academy replaced 
Darlaston Community 
Science College in 2009. 

An Ofsted inspection 
earlier this year revealed the 
school had made “remarkable 
improvement” since becom¬ 
ing an academy. 

There were initial com¬ 
plaints about the new school 
building taking over around 
52 per cent of George Rose 
Park. 

But £300,000 has been 
ploughed into the park as 
part of the development. 

The cash will be used to 
create skate ramps and a zip 
wire as a compensation.

Thieving carer helps 
to pay for OAP grave 


A CARE worker from Walsall 
who stole hundreds of pounds 
from a dying woman has been 
ordered to pay back the money 
she stole so that relatives can 
afford a headstone. 

Linda Kent, aged 42, stole a 
bank card from 83-year-old 
Margaret Lewis and raided her 
bank account, taking a total of 
£750. 

She admitted one charge of 
theft between August 7 and 
October 31 this year when she 
appeared before Walsall magis¬ 
trates last week. 

Shaken 

Jason Corden-Bowen, prose¬ 
cuting, said the money was 
taken from the pensioner’s 
account in three sums of £250, 
one of which was after her 
death. 

Daughter Jane Collins was 
going through her mother’s 
bank statements after her 


death when she made the dis¬ 
covery and alerted police. 

Ms Collins felt her faith in 
humanity had been “shaken” 
after discovering the theft had 
been committed by her 
mother’s carer, he added. 

Mrs Lewis, of Mulberry 
Road, Bloxwich, had a fall and 
was in hospital during the time 
Kent, of Parker Street, was 
raiding her bank account. 

Mr Corden-Brown said the 
money would have been used to 
buy a headstone for Mrs 
Lewis’s grave, and her family 
asked for compensation so this 
could be bought. 

Shamed Kent had brought 
£750 cash to the court to pay 
the family back in full, and sat 
through the hearing with her 
head bowed. 

Kent was also ordered to pay 
£85 costs, carry out 100 hours 
of unpaid work and was given a 
12-month community order.

Taxi plea on 
vehicle age 

WALSALL’S Hackney 
Carriage and Private Hire 
Association wants to 
remove the age limits on 
vehicles. 

It has written to the coun¬ 
cil’s Licensing and Safety 
Committee requesting that 
the limits for licensed vehi¬ 
cles be removed or, at the 
very least, the five-year 
restriction for private hire 
vehicles be lifted. 

Private hire vehicles 
must be under five years old 
to get a licence. In respect of 
hackney carriages, the con¬ 
ditions of licence state that 
the vehicle must be new and 
wheelchair-accessible. 

There are 619 private hire 
vehicles, with 85 per cent 
five years of age or over. Of 
hackney carriages, 74 per 
cent are over six years.

The vinyl countdown 
on easy-fit flooring 


SHEET vinyl is a cheaper 
alternative to a tiled floor and 
is also easier to fit. It’s water 
resistant and easy to clean, 
making it perfect for kitchens 
and bathrooms, says Julia 
Gray 

Follow these top tips when 
preparing to lay vinyl. 

You may think that vinyl flooring is 
the poor relation to a tiled floor, but 
there are some brilliant vinyls. 

Check out Floorgrip 98 Stripes, a 
striking black and taupe barcode- 
style striped design that’s smart, con¬ 
temporary and currently reduced to 
just £10.49 per sq m at Carpetright 
(www.carpetright.co.uk). It would 
really transform a room. 

Before fitting your chosen vinyl, 
you need to prepare the sub-floor. 

Hammer 

It should be clean, dry and as 
stable and flat as possible. 

If the sub-floor’s concrete, use 
cement mortar to fill any cracks and 
holes. An uneven concrete floor can 
also be improved with a self-levelling 
floor compound, available from DIY 
stores. 

If the sub-floor’s floorboards, 
knock down any protruding nails with 
a hammer and nail punch. Screw 
down any loose boards, checking 
first that there aren’t cables or pipes 
underneath (you may want to screw 
them all down to prevent movement). 

When the boards are secure, cover 
them with hardboard, which first 
needs to be acclimatised to the room 
it’s going to be laid in. 

Do this by brushing water onto the 
rough side of the boards and leaving 
them stacked flat for a couple of days 
with the rough sides touching. You 
should also leave your roll of vinyl in a 
warm room for at least a day to make 
it easier to lay. 

Fix the hardboard (rough side up) 
with 19mm annular nails, ensuring 
that the heads don’t stick up and, 
again, that you don’t hammer 
through any cables or pipes under- 
neath.

Sporty car here now with a quicker one to follow 


IT’S NEVER easy making a 
sporty car sound enticing 
when there’s an even sportier 
one on the horizon. 

And it’s not as though Ford is 
hiding news of its properly hot 
Focus. The second bullet point 
in the news release from the 
company tells the world that the 
sizzling ST arrives some time in 
2012 with 250 willing horses 
under its bonnet. 

Which is rather more than the 
current warm hatch Ford, called 
Zetec S and packing a smaller 
punch. 

Insurance 

Ford must be hoping this one’s 
inevitably lower performance will be 
more than made up for by inevitably 
lower bills for purchase, insurance 
and fuel costs. 

This now available car was spe¬ 
cially developed for Britain, where 
we like a sporty look to our motors. 
Ford thinks it might sell 6,000 a year. 

In fact, most Zetec S models are 
simply a mild cosmetic makeover of 
the existing (non-S) models, with a 
sports styling kit, bigger wheels and 
a stiffened suspension.

Oh, and alloy-look pedals, rear 
LED rear lights and a button to start 
the engine, not a boring old ignition 
key. 

You’ll pay a £1,250 premium over 
the less racy-looking Zetec for the 
changes, where it’s possible to 
compare like with like. 

Dig deeper, though and you find 
the Zetec S debuting a more power¬ 
ful (179bhp) turbocharged petrol 
engine and with a not inconsiderable 
price tag of £20,495. 

The new range starts at £18,745 
for a 1.6 petrol, and tops out with the 
£22,595 diesel with a potent 2.0 
litres. 

But it’s the petrol version tested 
here that’s likely to set an enthusi¬ 
ast’s blood moving a little faster. 

The on-paper performance 
figures (138mph, 0-62mph in 7.9 
seconds) promise a car that ought to 
feel eager and responsive, if not 
downright fast. 

Surprise, surprise, that’s precisely 
how it seems on the road. 

There’s definitely space for a 
Focus road rocket in the near future 
but until that time this version of the 


Zetec S will do pretty well. 

It will certainly answer all the 
experts who reckoned the latest 
Focus was beautifully built, quiet 
and comfortable but lacking in the 
sheer joy of driving that all the previ¬ 
ous models had in spades. 

The new car is still a comfy way to 
munch miles and has the elusive 
quality common to most Fords of 
recent times (and surprisingly rare in 
rivals) of simply being good to drive, 
however modest the engine doing 
the work. 

Over a not very demanding test 
route my car showed 37mpg on the 
trip computer. 

Optimistic 

Not bad, if miles behind the 
47mpg recorded in the official Euro 
test. 

That’s the figure that has to be 
quoted by law and that usually 
proves wildly optimistic. 

Trying a car with an existing diesel 
engine (2.0 litres, 161bhp, £21,345) 
moved the trip meter to 47mpg. 

But the car did not ride as well as 
its faster, petrol powered sibling. On 
the other hand it still felt pretty 
potent, though, and needed fewer 
gear changes. 

If you want (much) better 



The Zetec clocked up 37mpg - not bad, but way behind the 47mpg in the official test 


economy from your Focus you will 
be able to buy one late in 2012 with 
an improbably small 1.0 litre engine 
and a mere three cylinders. 

It sounds intriguing - let’s hope 


that it shows how the clever applica¬ 
tion of conventional mechanicals 
(not a booster electric motor in sight) 
still has the potential to deliver those 
cherished improvements in fuel 


savings. Don’t bet against it. 

In the meantime, this latest 
version of the Focus makes an 
already impressive car usefully 
better still.
